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THE  PRAISE  OF  NOTHING. 


INTRODUCTION. 

The  only  known  copy  of  the  ensuing  tract  is  preserved  in  the 
Bodleian  Library,  among  the  books  of  Bishop  Tanner. 

The  author  of  it  was  Sir  Edward  Dyer,  a poet  of  considerable 
celebrity ; but  it  has  not  been  mentioned  in  any  bibliographical 
work,  none  of  our  literary  antiquaries  having  been  acquainted 
with  its  existence.  Nearly  the  same  may  be  said  of  another 
production  of  Sir  Edward  Dyer’s  pen,  with  the  following  title : 
“ Sixe  Idillia,  that  is  sixe  small  or  petty  Poems,  or  JEglogues, 
chosen  out  of  the  right  famous  Sicilian  Poet  Theocritus,  and 
translated  into  English  verse.  Dum  defluat  amnis. — Printed 
at  Oxford  by  Joseph  Barnes.  1588.”  8vo. 

Until  the  above  was  discovered,  and  noticed  in  the  “ Bridge- 
water  Catalogue”  (privately  printed  by  Lord  Francis  Egerton 
in  1837),  p.  284,  it  was  not  known  that  Sir  Edward  Dyer  was 
the  author  of  any  separate  production,  although  it  had  been 
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long  ascertained  that  lie  was  a contributor  to  “ England’s 
Helicon,”  1600,  and  that  pieces  by  him  had  been  printed,  with 
others  by  Sir  Philip  Sidney,  Samuel  Daniel,  &c.,  at  the  end  of 
the  surreptitious  impression  of  “ Astrophel  and  Stella,”  edited 
by  Thomas  Nash,  in  1591.  Poems,  with  the  initials  E.D.,  are 
also  inserted  in  the  various  reprints  of  the  same  collection. 

As  only  a single  copy  of  the  “ Sixe  Idillia  ” has  been  pre- 
served, a quotation  may  be  welcome,  “ the  conceit,”  as  we  are 
told  in  a brief  prose  introduction,  “ being  very  delicate.”  The 
translation  is  not  ungraceful. 

When  Venus  first  did  see 
Adonis  dead  to  be, 

With  woeful  tatterd  heare, 

And  cheekes  so  wan  and  searc, 

The  winged  Loves  she  bad 
The  Bore  should  straight  be  had. 

Forthwith  like  birdes  thay  flie, 

And  through  the  wood  thay  hie : 

The  woefull  beast  they  finde, 

And  him  with  cordes  thay  binde. 

One  with  a rope  before 
Doth  lead  the  captive  Bore : 

Another  on  his  backe 
Doth  make  his  bow  to  cracke. 

The  beast  went  wretchedly, 

For  Venus  horribly 
He  fearde,  who  thus  him  curst. 

Of  all  the  beasts  the  wurst ! 
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Didst  thou  his  thigh  so  wounde  ? 

Didst  thou  my  love  confounde  ? 

The  beast  thus  spake  in  feare. 

Venus,  to  thee  I sweare, 

By  thee  and  husband  thine, 

And  by  these  hands  of  mine, 

And  by  these  hunters  all, 

Thy  husband  faire  and  tall 
I minded  not  to  kill ; 

But  as  an  image  still 
I him  beheld  for  love, 

Which  made  me  forward  shove, 

His  thigh  that  naked  was 
Thinking  to  kisse,  alas ! 

And  that  hath  hurt  me  thus. 

Wherfore  these  teeth,  Venus, 

Or  punish  or  cut  out : 

Why  heare  I in  my  snowt 
These  needlesse  teeth  about  ? 

If  this  may  not  suffise, 

Cut  off  my  chaps  likewise. 

To  ruth  he  Venus  moves, 

And  she  commands  the  Loves 
His  bands  for  to  untie. 

After  he  came  not  nie 
The  wood,  but  at  her  wil 
He  folio wde  Venus  still, 

And  cumming  to  the  fire 
He  burnt  up  his  desire. 

The  above  is  only  given  as  a specimen  of  a most  rare  poetical 
tract,  which  hereafter  will  be  printed  entire.  The  authorship 
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of  Sir  Edward  Dyer  is  ascertained  by  his  initials  and  motto  at 
the  back  of  the  title-page. 

That  Sir  Edward  Dyer  never  saw  the  proof-sheets  of  the 
small  prose  work  now  reprinted  is  very  evident  from  the  gross 
blunders  it  contains,  especially  in  proper  names.  These  we 
have  not  thought  it  right  in  any  instance  to  correct,  but  we 
have  given  the  essay  (for  such  it  is  to  be  considered)  precisely 
in  the  form  and  manner  of  the  original.  It  will  be  observed 
that  the  date  is  anterior  to  the  appearance  of  the  “ Sixe 
Idillia”  of  Theocritus,  but  it  is  capable  of  proof,  that  Sir 
Edward  Dyer  was  an  author  as  early  as  1572. 

What  follows  is  an  imitation  of  the  Morice  Encomium  of 
Erasmus,  which  had  been  translated  into  English  by  Sir  Thomas 
Chaloner  some  years  before,  under  the  title  of  “ The  Praise  of 
Folie.”  It  is  a mere  joke,  and  at  the  close  Sir  Edward  Dyer 
refers  to  Merlinus  Cocaius  and  Rabelais,  as  having  treated  of 
the  subject  before  him.  He  might  have  mentioned  various 
others,  “ deep  divines,”  (to  use  Pope’s  words  in  a letter  to 
Cromwell)  “ profound  casuists,  and  grave  philosophers,  who 
had  written,  not  letters  only,  but  whole  tomes  and  voluminous 
treatises  about  Nothing.”  One  of  the  earliest  of  the  au- 
thors who  have  produced  poems  in  praise  of  Nothing  was 
Francisco  Copetta,  who,  in  a collection  of  humorous  pieces, 
printed  in  1548,  has  a Capitolo  nel  quale  si  lodano  le  Non - 
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covelie.  It  contains,  among  others,  the  following  points,  here 
translated,  because  it  will  be  seen  that  not  one  of  them  is 
omitted  in  the  ensuing  pages,  and  because  they  will  not  fail  to 
remind  the  reader  of  Lord  Rochester’s  well  known  trifle  in  the 
same  style,  and  upon  the  same  subject. 

Nothing  is  brother  to  primaeval  matter, 

On  which  philosophers  their  brains  may  batter, 

But  still  they  neither  nearer  are,  nor  fatter. 

Its  virtue  is  most  wondrously  display’d, 

For  in  the  Bible,  we  all  know,  ’tis  said, 

God  out  of  Nothing  all  creation  made. 

Yet  Nothing  has  no  head,  tail,  back,  nor  shoulder, 

And  though  than  the  great  dixit  it  is  older, 

It  shall  survive  when  all  things  else  shall  moulder. 

The  estimate  of  Nothing  we  may  see 
In  the  great  Roman,  who  declar’d,  that  he 
Caesar  or  Nothing  was  resolv’d  to  be. 

It  is  perhaps  to  the  ensuing  production  by  Sir  Edward  Dyer 
that  Nash  alludes  in  his  4 4 Summer’s  Last  Will  and  Testament,” 
1600,  where,  speaking  of  some  author,  he  says — 

The  Praise  of  Nothing  pleads  his  worthiness ; 


though,  as  he  is  adverting  to  foreign  works,  he  may  allude  to 
Copetta,  Merlinus  Cocaius,  or  Rabelais. 
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Many  years  before  Lord  Rochester  flourished,  we  had 
several  ballads  upon  the  subject  in  black  letter:  one  of  these 
is  entitled  “ The  Praise  of  Nothing,’’  and  was  printed  for 
H.  Gosson,  in  the  reign  of  James  I.,  doubtless  from  some  copy 
considerably  older ; one  stanza  runs  thus  : — 


Nothing  was  first,  and  shall  be  the  last, 
for  Nothing  holds  for  ever; 

And  Nothing  ever  yet  scap’t  death  ; 

So  can’t  the  longest  liver  : 

Nothing’s  immortal ; Nothing  can 
from  crosses  ever  keepe  a man : 

Nothing  can  live  when  the  world  is  gone, 

For  all  shall  come  to  Nothing. 

Another  is  entitled  “ A Song  made  of  Nothing it  was 
printed  a little  later,  for  John  Wright,  and  it  opens  with  these 
lines : — 


Some  men  of  Nothing  doe  matters  endite, 

And  some  men  of  small  things  large  volumes  will  write ; 
But,  if  you  will  give  me  leave,  I will  recite 
A song  made  of  Nothing. 


The  earliest  production  in  English  in  praise  of  Nothing  is 
probably  the  tract  now  reprinted,  which  reads  as  if  Sir  Edward 
Dyer  had  thrown  it  off  almost  at  a heat,  and  as  a mere 
amusement.  It  may  be  more  than  doubted  whether  he  ever 
contemplated  the  publication  of  it.

anotljer.  .Jr or  toljetljer  it  fie  for  tlje  tiesire  of  iromi= 
nion,  or  to  Ijaue  eomeniration  for  toit,  strengtlj,  or 
eomlines  fiefore  otljers,  selSonte  is  there  peaec:  anO 
teljen  it  Ijapnrtlj,  it  ratljer  gainetlj  Os  opportunitp  to 
fireafie  into  greater  Oiolenees,  tljen  to  set  tlje  gcofi 
slips  of  Oertue,  tohieh  if  toe  plant,  ttjep  prosper  as 
groining  out  of  tljeir  naturall  soplr.  3Jt  is  not  t|jer=

for  our  iniguitp,  so  opposrtfi  fiir  selfe  against  our 
lafiors,  tfiat  in  gathering  one  ounce  of  things  neces* 
sarp,  toe  firing  in  tfiertottfi  ttoo  pound  of  so  r to  to, 
potodring  our  nteate  toitfi  sigtjes,  mingling  our  drittft 
luitfi  teares,  and  slttmfiering  in  deepe  care,  as  fjauittg 
mans  calamities  more  attendant  tfien  our  sfiadotars, 
tufiirfi  forsafie  not  our  painted  fiodirs,  til  tfiep  Ijatte 
deliuered  tljent  for  a full  satisfaction  to  tfiis  greedp 
creditor  tfie  cartfi.

firautifull  fiuildings  of  ©orintfi,  tfie  stoerte  perfumes 
of  Cfiefies,  tfie  plentiful  tafiles  of  Capita,  or  magni= 
ficettce  of  tfie  Montaine  ismpire,  toould  iudge  tfiem 
farre  finmeete  for  tfie  safe  eonuersation  of  man, 
tufio  toitfi  tfiis  fraugfit  map  as  easilp  artue  in  tfie 
fieauenlp  port,  as  a ©amell  map  passe  tfie  eie  of  a 
Jlredle.  3Jt  is  toortfip  of  some  ofiseruation  to  fiefiold

Jit  srrntrtfi  Upas, 
or  as  it  plrasrttj  some  f>ttlpo,  disagreed  not  from 
tips  argumet,  tofio  in  Aping  ttaftrd  tfie  totam  of  tjis 
fiprtfi,  tnfitrfi  contented  fiottj  fits  fricntis  antr  sufi= 
stance,  pt  mere  at  one  instat  in  fiasard  of  fiurning, 
attstoered  tfirtn,  tofio  milled  fiitn  more  rarefullp  to 
regard  fits  lossr,  HI  tfiose  tilings  tofiicfi  fie  mine 
$ tafie  toitfi  me : inferring  tficrfip,  tfiat  fiertue  is  tije 
onlpe  ornament  and  possession  of  a toise  matt,  all 
otfter  tfiings  firing  fiut  sttarles  to  intangle  fionrstir, 
anti  to  east  tos  fieadlong  into  nturfi  miserie. 

©f  tfjat  opinion  torre  manp  otfier,  tofio,  firfioldiitg 
our  states  fiuffetetr  6p  prosperous  or  atiuerse  ,dFor= 
tune,  fittrrlp  rontiemneti  tfie  life  of  man,  as  p‘  tofiicfi 
fip  tfie  use  of  toorldlp  ttjings  toas  ntafie  tfie  store= 
fiouse  of  manp  euils. 

m je  eonsitieration  firtrof  ministreti  lt}rraditus 
large  fiooties  of  teares,  anti  rlotodrs  of  sigfirs,  as 
finfaineti  toitnessrs  of  fits  eotttinuall  mourning  for 
tfiose  miseries  toptfi  tofiicfi  fie  fiefielti  our  Hues  filleii 
anti  ntafie  lamentable.  ®fie  selfe  same  eauseti  Ur= 
moeritus  to  laugfi  at  tfiem,  anti  tfieir  ntatmes,  tfiat 
tfiougfit  all  otfier  times,  tfien  tfiose  in  tofiicfi  tfiep 
pursueti  tfie  causes  of  tfieir  sfiort  life  or  infinite 
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trouble  loot.  ®hey  both  agreeing  that  our  lines  be 
so  belubeb  Utj>tf)  tlje  luo rib.  ao  the  bntoarye  birb  by 
the  .dFotolers  rail,  or  tf>e  greeby  Ctotot  by  tlje  suits 
bry  eouloro  of  tlje  fetljcreb  Ijoobe. 

3Jtt  all  these  ntattero  may  hue  beljolb  tlje  true  pcr= 
traits  of  oorrobo  laybe  forth  toytfl  tlje  beeeiuable 
eouloro  of  attagituo,  boere  bue  not  stteh  toljieh  by 
euotonte  lyfee  as  toell  the  reflexions  of  ligljt,  as  the 
natural  brigljtnes  of  tlje  *un:  or  as  eljilbren  ill 
learnrb  to  forgoe  boith  JSsau  for  |)orrage  a lanb 
that  floboeth  boith  heauenly  foobe. 

2lnb  although  bue  beserue  no  better  (if  toe  respeet 
our  otoit  toortljynes)  then  a surplus  of  those  euils. 
yet  for  that  they  may  be  seperateb  by  an  other  trabe 
of  life,  $ eoitbentn  them  as  rneanes  to  bratoe  bs 
from  pietie,  or  by  toljieh  toe  are  inferior  to  brute 
beasts,  toljo  are  farre  from  those  affections  toitlj 
toljieh  toe  be  burbetteb  attb  thrototte  botoite.

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olptte  perril,  ntafcr  tttucfi  of  tfjctr  ronttarir,  6y  lufioer 
fiettifite  lor  fytt®e  some  inclination  to  fiottcsty,  or  ftp 
tofiosc  inraitr  lor  lose  not  our  liues,  rreaite,  anil 
prarrafilr  state,  tmt  may  fiauc,  in  respect  of  our  sc= 
curitir  tfirrfiy,  onr  countenance  luitfi  fuurttals  pas= 
srttger,  loijcn  otfiers,  fiauing  ttjcir  fiarts  fjrauirr  tficn 
tijeir  pursers,  curssc  loitfj  tijc  tocaric  £painar®  tljc 
titles  of  Crosses,  tfiey  firing  turning  ntarfers  of 
fitgfi  toayes,  farre  front  tfje  tuurlltng  of  nten : fiottot=

good  Citijetts : altfiougfi  some  fiold,  tje  ofiserued  tfiis 
eustome  to  tfiat  ende  fje  tnigfit  more  patiently  Scare 
tlje  denial!  of  suet)  necessaries,  as  fie  sought  at  tfie 
fiandrs  of  ritrfi  men.

of  tfie  Uiorld,  fie  studied,  according  to  y*  luortfiittrs  of 
fiimsetfe,  to  nurrisfie  tfiose  bertucs  fiy  some  dofiat 
tfiat  ntigfit  fie  agtrafile  to  tfie  magnificence  of  a 
itittg : and  tfierfore  eneorraged  JBiogettes  (lufiont  fie 
found  not  stored  tuitfi  any  tfiitig  in  fiis  Cun,  lofiirfi 
serued  for  all  boeatfiers)  to  asfte  possession  or  otfier 
necessaries.  But  Uiogencs  tufio  resolutely  adieted 
fiint  selfe  to  tfiat  dlurllittg,  lofiirfi  fie  preferred  fiefore 
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tfie  Slrropage,  and  Courts  of  Stings,  anti  tntto  tutjont

.Vantus,  tufio  fierante  ntaister  to  tfiis  ISsope,  ana 
feitetu  tfie  treasurers  of  notfiing  to  fie  tfie  pai= 
masters  of  IDfiglosopfiie,  to  mafic  trialf  tuitfi  tufiat 
iuBgrmrnt  fiis  netue  seruaunt  affirmed  fiimseffe  afife 
for  notfiing,  ana  acsirous  as  tueU  to  see  a touer,  as 
a Boer  tfierof,  fiaa  firougfit  to  fiis  fiouse  fig  figs  ro= 
manBemcnt,  ana  tfie  conduction  of  IBsope,  one  tfiat 
loucB  notfiing:  tufiont  .Vantus  enterteinea  tuitfi  great 
fare,  ana  for  a pfiglosopfiieall  conclusion,  and  tuant

taifiicfi  Xantus  tmetai  tfie  great  iutigement  of  fits  man 
in  finding  ttje  o tamer  of  tfiis  gfeioell,  tofiorn  fie  caused 
to  fie  solemnly  coueicfi  out  of  fits  fiouse  upon  four 
mens  sfioulficrs,  as  tfiat  tofiiefi  tatas  not  toortfiy  to 
lodge  so  fionorafile  a person : an  act  anstocrafile  to 
tfie  fiigfi  renotam  of  tfiis  learnefi  Pfiylosopfier. 

gocrates,  taifio  fiy  tfie  ©raele  of  Apollo  tatas  name® 
tfie  profouttfiest  man  of  tfiat  time,  out  of  tufiose 
springs  tflato  firantte  tfie  stneete  Iteor  of  fiis  |)fiylo= 
sopfiie,  taifio  tfiougfi  fie  migfit  tajt  tuarrantise,  in  re= 
speet  of  tfiat  praise,  fiaue  cfiaUcttgcfi  tfie  first  place 
for  fiis  taniucrsall  finotoletige,  yet  fie  estenting  tfie 
same  as  a matter  eontemptifile,  mafic  fiis  efioise  to 
tuiotoe  notfiing  only : as  fiy  tofiiefi  fie  founfi  tfie  tnay 
to  taertue  more  safe,  anfi  toitfi  lesse  fianger.  ©fiis 
purpose  fie  efiaungefi  not  at  tfiat  time  fie  toent  to  fiye 
for  inueigfiittg  against  tfie  atfienians  adoration  of 
ffiols.  dFov  euen  tfiett,  tofiett  .Vaittippa  fiis  loife,  (tfie
